The King fent 
before a Sauvegatde to the Inhabitants of Aduciro, 
and by his Order the Women and Children were put 
dnto a Church, and in an enclofed Park, for their 
better Security. In the Evening his Majefty took a 
Wiew of the Left of his Camp, which lay extended 
within 2 fhort Leagues of Caftelbranco. 50 of the 
nemies Horfe advane'd to fee the Situation of the 
‘Camp, but being retir’d with great Precipi- 
tation. The Marquefs de Thoy, who commanded 
‘at the Siege of Caftelbranco, receiving Intelligence 
that General Fagel was within 2 Leagues of it, he 
eft the‘Count de I’Ifle to carry on the Siege,and went 
an Search of the Enemy who retit’d further baek into 
eCountry.The ‘Artillery began to play upon Caftel- 


, afvera few Difcharges, the Governour -capi- 


uuilated, and furrendred him(elf and Garrifon on con- 
dition;to he made,Prifoners of War. 14 oF 15 Sol- 
diess were kill'd, as was alfo the Sieur Robert chief 
Ingenier, whofe lofs isamuch lamented. In the Place 
was found great Store of Provifions and Ammuni- 
tions, Bombs, Grenadees, feveral Casks fill’d with 
new ‘Arms, among them 100 Firelocks brought from 
England ; alfo Plate, Furniture, and Tents made for 
the-King of Portagal and the Archduke, by which 
and the Report of the Officers that were made Pri- 
Oners, it appear’d:the Enemy defign'd to make ‘it a 
ace-of Arms, and to enter the Territories of Spain 
on that fide. The.next day the ‘Sieur de Puyfegur 
was fent with 1 Regiment of Horfe and 2 of Dra- 
poons, to lay a Bridge of Boats over the Tagus at 
Sint Jago, but upon further Confideration it was 
judg’d better tobe laid over that River at Villa Velha: 
Whither theDuke of Berwick march’d the 26th with 
yo Companies of Grenadiersand the:Brigade of Berry, 
toiview the Grownd, and feek theEnemy, who were 
reported.ro’be thereabouts. But not finding them,he 
gave the Command of part of his'Grenadiers to the 


Marqnefs de Thoy, and order’d “him to’advance to- 


wards'the Right. “Fhe;27rh at.9 in the Morning, ne 

{aw 2 Batrallions, of Dutch intrench’d at the Foor of 
a on the fide of the River:Lica. He put hisMen 
in order to attack him; General Fagel who was there 
a little before had commanded them .to retire, but 
they could nor, for the Sieur du Gaft -cut off their 
Retreat to-the‘Left. So finding themfelves hem’d in 


on all fides, after they had ftood a.vigorous Attack, 


and had 60, Men-kill’d, they yielded: themfelves Pri- 
foners of War. ‘Major General Velderen who com- 
manded them, 35 Officers, 2 of which were Collo- 
nels, Monfieur Ginkel:Son of the late Earl of Athlone, 
and 540 Soldiers were.taken, on this Occafion. The 
agth they were broyght before the King of Spain and 


faluted him, and the Duke of Berwick carty'd che 
4 penciva Men of them to Dine with the Abbot 
d’Etrees Ambaffador of France. Their Colours were 
not taken, becaufe General Fagel carried them awa 
when he left them. This Actian cof but 6 or 7S 
diers of the Regiments de los Verdes and de los Ama- 
rillos, which Gignaliz'’d themfelves, as did alfo a new 
Regiment of Galicians. The Baggage of thefe Dutel 
Battallions was in 6 Boats, of which 5 were taken. 

Madrid, May 28. The King has appointed Donna 
Maria Alberta de Caftro,Durchefs Dowager of Bejar, 
to be Camarera Mayor to the. Queen; inthe room 
of the Princefs of Urfini, who was lately order'd co 
leave the Court. The Marquefs of Ayetona, the Mar- 
quefs of Torrecufa, and the Count of Sant Iitevan, 
are gone from hence to ferve in the King’s Army : 
And the Count of Lemus has taken leave: of the 
Queen in order to go thither likewife, The Example 
the King has fer his Subjects, and the Advantages he 
has gain’d, have drawn feveral other Lords and Gen- 
tlemen to the Army: Count Davia who brougbr the 
News of the taking of Reveré, is rewarded with 400 
Piftoles, and a Commiffion to be a Collone!l of Horfe. 
They write from Cadiz, that the Officers appointed 
for that purpofe, have begun ‘to unlade. the Quiek- 
filver Ships, and to make an Inventory of all the 
Effects found in them, which Effects are to be putinro 
a Warehoufe that will be lock’d up with 3 differen: 
Keys, till further Order. 

From the Paris Gazette a la Main, dated June 13. 

Pars, June 13. The laft Letters from Spain tell 
us, that when the Catholick King entred Cattel- 
branco, a great Diforder happen’d; Two Spanith 
Soldiers pretended to take by Force from two French 
Soldiers fome Booty that they had got. Some Officers 
of the French, who faw the beginning of the Quar- 
rel, interpos'd to make it up; but 100 Troopers of 
the Queen’s Regiment fell upon the French, and 
firing their Piftols, fome fhot flew. very near the 
King. ‘The Major of the Regiment of Baron, ano- 
ther Officer, and 5 French Soldiers (who among 
others ran in to help their Cauntry-men) were kill’d. 
The Spanith Soldiers are confin’d in order to be try'd, 
by a Council of War. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated June 21. 
“Madrid, June 3. The King being inform'd thar 

the Bridge of Boats Jaid over the Tagus at Villa 
Velha was ready, Icft Caftelbranco the 29th of May 
and march’d 4 Leagues. He left the teavy Baggage 
to be convoy’d by 6 Regiments of Foot, and two of 
Horfe,under the Command of the Marquefs de Thoy; 
who will joyn the main Army in 10 days March. 
The 30th the King pafs’d the Bridge, and entred into 


the Province of Alenteijo, without any Oppofition , - 


tho’ the Paffage was fo narrow that 2 Men could 
hardly march a-breaft,and they were oblig’d to march. 
up fo fteep a Hill, that the Oxen not being able to 
draw the Cannon,they were hawl'd up by firength of 
Hand. Six Spanith Regiments were left in the Pro- 
vince of Beira. His Majefty made a Ha!t, for the 
reft of his Troops to come up with him ; and kaving 
Advice that a Bady of the Enemies lay near Yives, 
hefent our a Detachment to {eek them, and another 
te atcack Nifa, a {trong Town, but-the 
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at Deputies to implore his Majefty’s Clemency: 
He. Orders to be publith’d againft Pil- 
laging the Place, and many of the Inhabitants that 
had left their Houfes return’d ro them. The 31ft 
the Army baled for. the ‘Artillery; 2 Regiments of 
French were left to guard the Bridge of Boats. The 
1ft of this Month the King continued his March and 
encamp’d near Caftel David. La Puebla and Alpalao 
fabmirred the fame Fhe 2d the Army march'¢ 
in 3 Columns, and having pafs’d through feveral De- 
files, and over a very fteep Hill, arriv’d in fight of 
Portalegre. TheGrenadiers were commanded to ac- 
vance and poffefs themfelves of the Avenues, till the 
Artillery thould come up; and Preparations were 
made foe acacking the Place. Defercers Report 1500 
Englifh or Durch, and a Regiment of Milicia are gar- 
rifon'd init. Prince Tferclaes de Tilly has fent word 
to the King that a Party of the Horfe of the Army 
he commands had defeated ane of the Enemics,taking 
so Prifoners and. killing 30. They write from Tuy 
that the Duke of Hijar bas poifefs'd himfelf of the 
Wand Candelas in rhe River Minho. Don Bonifacio 
Manrique, and the Marquefs of Villadarias, are en- 
tred Portugal in 2 different Places, and make a great 
Ravage without meezing any Oppofition. They write 
from Cadiz, that tke Quickfilver Ships are quite un- 
laden, great Difparch being ufed becaufe 8 Dutch 
and Englifh Ships appear‘d in the Road of that 
Port.
